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MEETING GOING SMOOTHLY 



DEVELOPMENTS OF PAST WEEK DISPEL FEAR 
OF INTERFERENCE AT CHARLESTON. 



Keen Local Interest Manifested in Sport at Palmetto 
Park — Consistent Caugh Hill Wins the 
Robert E. Lee Handicap. 



Charleston. S. l\. February 1. -The first week's 
racing lure has developed the positive conviction 

that the Palmetto Park meeting would go on for the 
mil announced i»eri<Ml without interference on the 
part of the authorities. The management have all 
along felt sanguine of their ground and repeatedly 
contended that they were secure from interference. 
This belief was gained by assurances from tin 
majority of the townsfolk that they favored tin- 

sport and were anxious for the turfmen to s]»ond the 
winter here. The only regret voiced now is that the 
sporting fraternity throughout tin* country did not 
have more faith in the management's early announce- 
ment and that a greater number of racing men were 
not here for tin* opening to give it the sort of a 
semloft’ it deserved. Now that then is confidence 
that the meeting will go on uninterruptedly, new 
arrivals are coming with every train. 

So far there has been nothing in connection of 
the racing that could be described as out of the 

ordinary. King operations have been light, but 

satisfactory in tin* main, as the earstorn system is 
still in the experimental stage locally. 

The local interest manifested in the racing is an 
outstanding feature of the meeting. No day passes 
but that a big projHirtion of jh<* attendance is made 
up of Charleston's mo»t representative people, who 
have taken a great fancy to the snort. They are 
quick to bestow their plaudits on tin* winner after 
a well fought contest in a true sporting spirit. 

'1 he sturdy and consistent Caugh llill accounted 
for the Robert E. Ia*e Handicap, six furlongs, which 
featured today's card at Palmetto Park. The Zim- 
mer rarer carried 127 pounds and was conceding 
lumps of weight to all the others in the race. His 
winning chances appeared poor soon after the start, 
when he was caught in a jam. but In* overcame the 
interference in game fashion and. under a well 
sustained last quarter drive, got tip in the last 
stride to beat Carlton C.. with Loclnel in third 
* place. Because of his heavy impost, Caugli II ill 
was displaced by I/ocliiel a> tin* favorite in the 
la-1 ting. Imt the latter was never formidable* in the 
miming until the stretclx was readied. 

Increasing business in the helling ring during the 
last few days was responsible for an addition to the 
ranks of the layers, eight price-quoters being in 
line. Most of them were hard hit as all the winners, 
including Atuerietts. were extensively supported. 
Tin* latter was the medium of a well-planned coup 
by the far western contingent according to reiairt. 
Their betting activity was confined mostly to com 
mission houses in various parts of the country. 

Frank E. Brown took his first purse of the meet 
ittg when Merry Lad won the selling handicap, one 
mile. k !<• was stoutly supported and won as his 
rider pleased. The race was marked by much rough 
riding. Buxton and E. Martin being the principal 
offenders. The former rode Lcainencc anti almost 
brought about .no fall of Effendi on the first turn 
when he pinned that horse against the inner rail. 
Trainer James Kveriuan complained to the stewards 
of the t iller's action and Buxton is slated for a sos 
sion with the ofiit-ials on Mouday. 

The o|*oning dash resulted in the defeat of Clothes 
Brush, an odds on favorite. Gardenia and Armor 
leading her at tin- finish. Clothes Brush was away 
piM-rl.v ami it contributed to her failure. Lima wa- 
lla* second favorite to fail. Semi quaver and Queen 
Bee fighting it out for the money. 'Hie closing daslt 
went to Colonel Cook at a short price. 

There was a big attendance at the track this 
afternoon, including many new arrivals, but what 
i- lacking most at present is layers with bank roils 
willing to go on and quote prices. 

Deo Hammond arrived from Illinois this morning 
and immediatoly telegraphed ids trainer to ship I. a 
Koine Hindoo and Deter Fender from Lexington to 
Charleston. 

Jack Newman, a well known hatidieapper. was an 
arrival from St. Louis. He reports that Georg** 
Seen, who was formerly associated with Hugh 
IVimy. contemplates a return to the turf this sea 
son. He will probably purchase a couple of horses 
during tin* Kcutuck.v meetings next spring. 

rite two year-old Elect, by Electioneer- Elegance, 
which J. G. Wagnon purchased from William Lake 
laud, reached Palmetto Dark today. He was shipped i 
south via t I k* Clyde line. 

G. W. J. Bis-sell sold two of his horses today. 
W. V. Casey secured Monitor, while J. Forrester 
purchased tin* filly Dretty Molly. The latter raced 
in Fori*esler's colors in the tir<t race. 

Jockey Deak was in receipt of a telegram from 
It F. Carman offering him t In* same terms as lie 
made with that rider last season. Deak objects to 
leaving for Juarez, as the meeting at that point is 
more than half over. If lie can arrange with Mr. 
Carman to take up his duties with that stable be 
ginning with the Kentucky meetings he may accept 
1 lie offer.

E. C. .Hopper and Charles F. Price have be*en 
sit times called u|khi to solve pei-plexing ques- 
tions in which Mie enforcement of racing law 
was imperatively demanded at the cost of ban- 
ishing well-known men from the turf and were 
found equal to meeting the requirements of 
each ease with vigor. firmness and quick solu- 
tion. 

Of the men long and honorably connected 
with tin* judicial si<fv of racing none lias won 
more favor than Charles F. Price. His first 
connection with racing sis an official was at 
Churchill Downs. Louisville, in 1SS0. sp his 
• iglit to tin* title of veteran is not to Ik* ques- 
tioned. Of those who now* siet as judges Joseph 
J. Burke is prohsibly the senior in length of 
service with Price second. E. C. Hoppe:* be 
came secretary to tin* Lsitonia Jin-key Club in 
1X85 and is therefore himself sin ancient of 
high degree, hut only lieeame a judge at a 
comparatively recent iR*riod and so. in that re- 
spect, is to lx* classed as :t youngster. Mr. 
Price was 1 m > 1*11 in 1850 at Syracuse. N. Y.. but 
CHARLES F. PRICE. most of Ids effective years of manhood have 

Ik'cii spent in Kentucky. He is now at tliat 
age wli*»re tin* lessons of ripe experience come 
to the aid of natural mental endowment and last year served with unqualified approval as presiding 
steward at Juarez and Churchill Downs and presiding judge at Douglas Dark. Lutoiiia and Windsor, 
serving more days iu these important capacities iu tlie course of the year than any other like official 
in lids country. 

Persona II. i . Judge Drie** is mild mannered, affable and courteous. He is imt one to act over 
hastily and his natural kindness is always a guarantee that due weight will be given all that can la* 
urged in behalf of offenders against turf law. However, the mental traits that lead him to weigh 
all points in evidence with equal and unprejudiced attention do not iu the least operate to deter him 
from inflicting due punishment when he decides punishment lias been earned. In that case Jo* is 
rigiditv itself regardless of the station of offenders and has imt flinched from ruling off men convicted 
of shade practices with whom he was on terms of real friendship. Of course a man in his- position 
lias other functions that constitute Ids daily grind of lalmr. the matters referred to only cropping up 
occasionally. The daily work i- in watching the conduct of tin* riders closely and, when a judge, iu 
placing the horses as they finish in races, frequently a delicate affair of noses and eye lashes requiring 
a quick eye and instant decision. In tills inqiortant function lie lias no superior. 

in presenting his portrait to readers of Daily Baeing Form it is with the conviction that it is 
tin* depicture of a man who does credit to racing and iu all his acts as an official ever lias its higher 
and better interests in view.

Lexington. Ky., February 1. — Dr. Maurice .M. 
Leach, tin* eminent veterinary surgeon of this city. | 
who si nee the autumn of Bill has been engaged 
in exporting thoroughbred horses from the l'nited 
States and England to Australia, writes entertain- 
ingly from .Melbourne. Australia, under da*e of De- 
cember 23. to his friend. Frank Rogers, of this 
city. Dr. Leach’s letter, which was received this 
week, is in part as follows: 

"1 suppose you will he interested to know* bow 
affairs are going on in the horse world here. Noth- 
ing much has been doing in a racing way for some 
time past, but they commence again at the big 

tricks tliis week. However. I shall not be heri- 

tor 1 lie fun. I am leaving for Cape Town on the 
Steamship Runic tomorrow* evening and do not 
expeei to he back here until February 21. Darling 
purchased -oiim* horses for m»* at the recent December 
sales in England, and as ho is not going to send 

a mini in charge. I think it fs up to ine to meet 

1 hem at the earliest possible moment, hence the trip 
to rape Town. I shall have ten days In the shade 
of Table Mountain This. I trust, will not be alto- 
gether disagreeable experience. Of course, the 
horse- are insured, but only for cost, so it would not 
pav to lose one. 

Embracer, one of the b t sold at Sydney by Irving II. 
Wheal croft, won a gotwl race, the Flitters Stakes, at 
Sydney on Saturday, running a mile in 1:38%. This. T 
imagine, somew hat opened the eves of tlie natives, who 
up to now leave held a p<*or opinion of the merits of 
t lie American thoroughbred. Embracer is a brother of 
Grapple, by Wools! ln*rpe out of Embrace, by St. 
Blaise. Lou Robertson lias in training u uuuiltcr 
of American horses and is winning with them. too. 
On Saturday at Sundown In* won with Dewberry, 
which i> a sister to Fred Forsythe’s Berry Maid, 
winner of tin* Toboggan Handicap at Belmont Park 
iu 1!»0S. Dewberry is quite, a small filly, but will.

glad now that I have not sold her. for she ought 
to bring a good price in March. Strawberry Leaf 
is by May Duke, son of Muncaster. She won six 
races herself and is also the dam of Gold Sand, 
a good and frequent winner in England. Australian 
turfmeli are leaning more than ever t<> imported 
blood. It is needed. Yesterday I was visiting with 
a iKipular trainer here and he agreed with me that 
just at tlie present then* was not a really good 
horse racing in Australia. Piastre won the Cup, 
of course, but I cannot make him out a good one. 
Fitz Herbert would trim him sure. Trafalgar has 
broken down and gone to the stud and the two year- 
olds. bar Bern goon, look so far like a poor bunch 
to me. I think Australian trainers work their horses 
slowly. They must, on account of the method of 
starting, have them sober minded, and in doing this 
the horses lost* their dash. High Brow* is in training, 
but lias not been asked! to show anything as yet. 

I was disappointed in tin* horses that I brought over 
last year. They have uot grown as they should, 
but now that the hot weather lias come they will 
doubtless begin to do much In* t ter. This acclimati- 
zation process is a queer thing. It is here all right 
and all inqiortcd horses have to go through with 
it. This process does not seem to effect them for 
tin* first three or four months, but afterward they 
get drowsy and lose their speed. 

“I would really like to have a good American 
sprinter here. No half-way horse, if you please. 

• me which could really turn on like Itoschcu. for 
instance. The trainers iu these parts know nothing 
at all about ‘propping’ a sprinter and if Jack Keene 
would make up his mind to come down here I am 
sure we could ride in the tonneau of the best 
motor made in Belgium. 

'1 see that there is a chance of a revival of 
racing iu the east. I should say it was about time 
the people 01 tie* L'nited States came to their senses 
again. They have been out long enough and from 
what I can set*. 110 g<*od lias come of it.”

Charleston. S. February 1.— General Manager 
Bob Levy, of the Jamestown Jockey Club, who 
arrived lien* a few* days ago from his home in Hous- 
ton. Tex., to confer with Joseph McLennan and Fred 
Gerliardy. two of li is official stiiff. in regard to plans 
for tlie spring meeting at Norfolk, was jubilant 
over tin* outcome of the betting cases recently tried 
at Norfolk, and predicted that the acquital of the 
alleged l»ook makers would result in a cessation of 
the attempts that have been made to interfere with 
racing at tin* Jamestown Jockey Club’s track. Mr. 
Levy enjoys great popularity among racing owners 
and the bulk of the horsemen here will transfer their 
establishments to the Norfolk track at tin* close of 
the local meeting. Mr. Levy brought the news that 
prominent citizens of Houston. Tex., are interested 
iu a plan to erect a big fair plant and race track 
and that they figure on holding short race meetings, 
preceding the Juarez season in the fall and at the 
close of the Mexican track in the spring.

CLUBS INCREASE STAKES AND PURSES. 



Chairman Milton Young Calls Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission Meeting for Next Thursday 
to Consider Petition on Subject. 



Lexington. Ky.. February 1. — Fred A. Forsythe, 
owner of tin* Foiiutninbhn* Stud of thoroughbred 
horses, came to Lexington from his farm near Har- 
rodsburg lliis week for tin* purpose of discussing 
w’itli Chairman Milton Young of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, a [dan that In* has formed to 
the end that horsemen may get more money from 
tlie licensed racing associations in the form of 
added money to stakes and purses, but Colonel 
Young, who has been ill for several days, was not 
able to receive him. Mr. Forsythe thinks that tho 
horsemen are not getting a just proportion of tbo 
money the public pays for the sport of racing, and 
says that In* has made up his mind to d<> al! ill his 
power to more nearly equalize the distribution, even 
if lie lias to make a race for the Legislature as 
representative from Mercer County in order to ac- 
complish his purpose. He advances the idea that 
tin* racing associations should be allowed to take a 
net profit of only ten per cent, after allowing a 
reasonable amount for salaries and tin* up-keep of 
the plant and that tin* balance should go to the 
horsemen in the form of added money. 

“I am going to ask the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission to have tin* associations make to that, 
liody a statement of t heir eatVings — to show their 
books — with tin* idea 1 ha t the commission will pass 
a rul<* limiting the ‘take’ and exercising its right 
to demand a larger proiiortion for stakes and 
purses.” he said. “If the commission will not un- 
dertake to do this, then I am going to ask tin* 
General Assembly of the state to pass an amend* 
tiieut to tin* act by which tlie commission was 
created t Imt will compel them to see that the tracks 
get no more than ten per cent, profit.” 

Chairman MUton Young this afternoon instructed 
Secretary Pelham Johnston to call a meeting of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission to be held here 
at noon February (*». on Thursday next, and at the 
same time lie gave the following statement to the 
press : 

“A great number of breeders, owners and train- 
ers have r**q nested me to call a meeting of tin* Ken 
tmky State Racing Commission at an earlj* date to 
consider a petition which they desire to make to 
tin* commission, to require the various racing asso- 
ciations to add more money to their stakes an 1 
purses, this in view of tin* successful meetings held 
by them last year and of the fact that it is now 
apparent that there will he no racing iu New York 
this year and tin* meetings here will la* equally as 
successful as those of last year. The rules also 
provide for a meeting of tin* commission as soon as 
possible after tin* first day of February of each 
year to pass on the applications of the associations 
for racing licenses for that year.” 

Chairman Young did not say so. but it is pre- 
sumed that tin* spring dates will be allotted at the 
same nn*et ing. Some of the horsemen iu this part 
of the state are disposed to criticise the conditions 
for the New Louisville Jockey Club’s spring stakes, 
as announced recently. The Kentucky Oaks, for in- 
stance, was until this year a guaranteed event worth 
$2,000 to t In* winner. Its value is now announced 
as $1,000 added.

A number of Texas breeders of the thoroughbred, 
including J. \Y. Fuller. Wade McLemore, J. F.

It will provide 
for a racing commission on lines similar to that 
in Kentucky, with meetings of not over ten days 
in any one county with pari-mutuel system of 
betting. The breeders held a meeting in El Paso 
this week, but |H>stponed Hie drafting of the bill 
until they can secure information concerning the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission from Secretary 
Pelham Johnston, at Lexington. If they can secure 
the passage of sueh a law, short meetings will be 
held at San Antonio. Dallas, Fort Worth. Houston 
and other cities in Texas each fall, winding up at 
Washington Park, in this city, a few days Is* fore 
Thanksgiving, which always brings the opening of 
the Juarez meeting. The Texas breeders and patrons 
of racing are hopeful that such a raciug law can 
be passed through the Legislature this year, as 
they claim they have the backing of every agricul- 
tural Association and society iu the slate, and 
representatives of these organizations will go with 
them to Austin, when the time comes for the bill 
to be presented to the lawmakers there. 

A. G. Dunlap expects his mare Mauretania to drop 
her lirst foal during the coming March. After last 
winter’s meeting at Juarez he shipped the daugbt< r 
of Cuiiard to George M. Van Gordcn’s ranch in 
California and had her mated to General Robert*, 
to which stallion she is now surely in foal. If lie 
keeps Ocean Queen through the winter he will also 
retire her in the spring ami mate her with General 
Roberts. Mr. Dunlap plaus to acquire several more 
young broodmares and enter the breeding business 
on quite an extensive scale. He intends to have all 
the youngsters he can raise trained and raced in 
bis own colors. He is ambitious to own a high 
class horse and to do so figures he must endeavor 
to breed one. 

Henry Me Daniel lias named Ills promising two 
year-old half-sister to Bonnie Hard. La Estrella, 
which is Spanish for The Star. This handsome filly 
is a daughter of the Futurity winner Electioneer 
and her owner expects her to prove an extra good 
rarer as the season advances. Her dam. Fluid, is a 
daughter of the famous Blitzen, a son of Blazes 
and a grandson of Leamingtou. Her sire was a 
brilliant two-year old out of the famous broodmare 
Quesal. a daughter of Iliniyar, the sire of Douiiuo, 
to which so many of the stars raced by the late 
J. It. Keene trace. La Estrella lacks nothing in 
blood lines on both sides of her pedigree. 

Dr. t’ann gelded recently for Ike Striker the 
three-year-old Janus and two two-year-olds which 
that turfman purchased in the paddock sale at the 
Jockey Club Juarez track in December from W. J. 
Grist, the Kansas breeder. One is a brother to 
Frustrate, by Albula — Battled, by Top Gallant, and 
the other is by Hinsdale — 1 Know, by St. Charles, 
she out of the English broodmare Assistance, by 
Rosclierry.
